Anthony after their arraignment. 

One boy is charged with carrying a con- 
cealed weapon; lire other is charged with 
obstructing and delaying police. A misde- 
meanor battery count stemming from a 
fight earlier in ’the evening will be added 
Monday.

Thursday night shooting worries managers

shots rang out just outside the front door. 

None of the shooting victims was criti- 
cally hurt, but "it makes us pretty lien oils."

WASHINGTON • Sorcerers through 
the ages have ranted fiililely at the heav- 
ens imping to change the weather. 

Rain-soaked Midwesterners know the 
feeling, with modern science just as 
powerless to help. 

For weeks nowjargc areas of the Mid- 
west have been afflicted by rain and 
Hooding. So why can't anybody make it 
stop? Or at Jeast move the rain to where 
if s needed? 

The reason is that nature is too power- 
ful/ I 

"The amount of energy that’s involved 
in these weather-producing* systems is 
enormous." said Louis W. Ucccllini of 
the federal Climate Analysis Center in 
Camp Springs. Mil. “To say that we as a 
country can come up with any kind of 
mechanical system to refocus its impact 
on different parts of the country is almost 
unfathomable.” 

F.vcn a routine thunderstorm complex 
contains more energy than 10 or more 
atomic bombs, said Ucccllini. “and that's 
just one thunderstorm."

Scientists can make some pretty accu- 
rate predictions of what the weather will 
db - at least most of the time ati'd 
they can sometimes* make it rain in a 
small area. 

But stop the rain, or move a big weath- 
er system somewhere else: no way. 

"The atmospheric forces that arc caus- 
ing the heavy rain are really quite strong. 
A lot of energy is being led into the Mid- 
west. And the simple answer is we don't 
have the means to block either the llovv 
of energy or moisture into-the region, it's 
occurring on such a large scale,” said 
Ken Kunkcl, director of the Midwest Cli- 
mate Center in Champaign. 111. 

There have been experiments in the 
northern plains' aimed at reducing hail, 
but in those cases researchers seed the 
clouds trying to make more rain fall be- 
fore it can become hail, he noted.

Boise. He was imported in serious condition 
with head injuries, a fractured jaw. two 
broken ankles, and facial lacerations.

“Our conclusion was that it was pilot error 
more than anything else. If they'd landed 
against the wind like they should have, 
they would have been line."

"There's a whole bunch of pride," 
said Gary Mohr, who was helping 
monitor and maintain 17 miles of 
seeping levees protecting farmland, 
businesses and — most immediately' 1 
- a threatened entrance ramp. "This 
sucker’s not going under water!" 

When the Bayview Bridge opened 
six years ago. 6.0(H) locals. and a line 
of antique ears paraded across in tri- 
umph. Its tine spiderweb cables be- 
came the annual backdrop for July 
4th festivities and arc featured on city 
brochures. 

“Every community has its sym- 
Ixil," said Jim Barnett, pausing front 
sandhag duty near ihe entrance ramp 
-i this week. "That's ours." 

Already under streaming water 
Thursday was part of the parallel 
Memorial Bridge. In normal times, 
the two spans carry more than 2.5 
million ears a year between Illinois 
and Missouri. 

Doing the work of botli now. the 
Bayview Bridge is carrying about 
one-third of the SI billion-plus local 
economy through its 250-foot towers, 
the Chamber of Commerce figures, 
as Missourians cross to shop or to 
work in manufacturing and other 
jobs.

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White House: Use right ‘body language’ in prompting tax plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) A While House 
memo urges govcmmenl officials lo use the 
right “body language” in discussing Presi- 
dent Clinton’s economic plan. 

The memo, ridiculed by Republicans, re- 
flects the intensity of a closely orchestrated 
sales campaign for the plan. * 

The Democratic Puny announced it would 
spend $100,000 a week on radio ails over 
the next three weeks to promote the deficit- 
reduction plan — and to counter GOP ads. 

The White House’s five-page, talking- 
points memo, entitled “Hallelujah: Change 
is Coming,” is being distributed to lop offi- 
cials in federal agencies and to Democratic 
members of Congress. 

Anytime you’re asked about a specific in 


the economic plan, look for ways to bring it' 
back to the general points that this, is good 
for the country, and this is real change.” it 
says. 

The plan is now before a House-Senate 
conference committee, where the adminis- 
tration is trying to shore up shaky Democrat- 
ic support. 

Republicans suggested (hat distributing 
the “Hallelujah” document in federal agen- 
cies at government expenst) came close lb 
violating federal laws against lobbying by 
the executive branch and using lax dollars 
for partisan activities 

Hut the White House defended the prac- 
tice. . r -i . 

“I don't think explaining the benefits of 


the president’s program to people who work 
in' the government is lobbying," said While 
H6u.sc press secretary Dee 'Dee. Myers. In- 
any event, the lobbying law is seldom en- 
forced. 

Some of the White House talking points: 

• “Never forget that the optimism, ener- 
gy, enthusiasm you project is vital. Even 
your most cynical critics* will walk away im- 
pressed with your commitihcnt. And thit’s 
half the battle. Your body language, attitude 
and confidence will be infectious.” 

• “If you become a merchant of pain, 
you’ll find that the middle class isn’t buying 
— they already have enough, thank you." 

• “While you will doubtless be pressed 
for details beyond these principles, there is 


nothing wrong with demurring for the mo- 
ment on the technicalities ... If we keep our 
eyes on the prize, and constantly remind 
folks of the Big Picture, wc will have a mes- 
sage strategy... that works." 

• “No matter what form the final legisla- 
tion takes, thc'main goals will he accom- 
plished. These goals are historic and tragi- 
cally under-reported. Use the period in 
which the conference report is being negoti- 
ated to drive home the Big Picture goals of 
this plan.” 

And the memo concludes: "Now go forth 
and spread the good news." 

Clinton's plan seeks to reduce the federal 
deficit by S500 billion over five years 
through a combination of new taxes and 


spending cuts. Different versions passed the 
House and the Senate. 

Senate Republican Leader Bob Dole 
called the memo "a script for pep rallies" 
and in a Senate speech joked: "If this plan 
passes, you won’t have any change in your 
pockets." Me called it: “more smoke and 
mirrors.’’ 

White House officials insisted the memo 
was mainly designed as an internal docu- 
ment for those directly involved in selling 
the plan. 

But copies, were passed out on Thursday 
at a series of meetings at federal agencies on 
the plan.

“I want the boys to- know that we 
support them and understand they 
were in a situation where they 
though t that was the o nly w ay out," 

1 school principal Bill Chambers said 
at Thursday night’s town meeting 
held to organize support for the boys. 

"But at the same time I wuift to 
send a strong message that we don't 
condone solving problems with vio- 
lence," Chambers said. 

"Wc want the boys to know that, 
too." 

As a show of support, many wore 
blue ribbons In the auditorium, where 
silent, tense boys the ages of Dut- 
ton’s oldest sons sat apart from the 
parents and couples filling the room. 

Tlie townspeople applauded when 
Assistant District Attorney Robert 
Beal said the boys would not be 
charged as adults unless the known 
evidence changed drastically. 

They were silent when Beal said 
prosecutors would seek to keep bond 
for the two at $25,000, and probably 
would charge them with first-degree , 
murder. 

Prosecutors say tlie boys shot Dut- 
' ton, 39, with a deer rifle as he napped 
on the couch. One allegedly held the 
rifle at his father’s head while the 
other pulled the trigger.

Aggressive dolphins raise questions 


KEY LARGO. Fla. (AP) •- Two 
federal agencies investigating a 
park’s swim-with-the-dolphins pro- 
gram are looking into a videotape of a 
dolphin being sexually aggressive to- 
ward a woman swimmer. 

The tape shows a young tourist in a 
lagoon at Dolphins Plus park with a 
7-foot male dolphin identified as 
Fonzi. Tlie dolphin becomes aroused 
and repeatedly rubs its sexual organ 
against the woman. 

Tlie woman laughs and appears to 


exhibit no fear. When she later' tries 
to gel out of the lagoon, the dolphin 
blocks Iter exit. 

Spokesmen for the National Marine 
Fisheries' Service and the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture’s Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection Service said 
the tape broadened an investigation of 
allegations that animals and people 
have been injured at the park. 

The fisheries service, which licens- 
es marine swim programs, will decide 
whether to take away or alter the 


park’s operating permit, or take no 
action, said Brian Gorman, a 
spokesman in Silver Spring, Md. 

"Wc don’t expect the investigation 
to he completed until almost the end 
of the year,” said Gorman.

Italians seek

U.N. officials warn of catastrophe as crisis in Sarajevo deepens 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia- Herzegov- 
ina (AP) — This cily of cruelly 
dushed hopes was slapped down 
again Friday when a brief respite 
from fuel and water shortages end- 
ed with a new cutoff of utilities. 

As Bosnian Serb troop move- 
ments cast of Sarajevo ‘led to ru- 
mors of a possible new offensive, 
the mood in the besieged city head- 
ed for a new low. 

“Sarajcyo is back to square one,” 
said Peter Kessler;- u U.N. relief 
spokesman. “People arc back to 
standing in line for water and 
, scrounging for fuel." 

Natural gas, restored Thursday af- 
ter bcing'cut off by besieging Serbs 
since June, was shut off again in the 
evening because of potentially dan- 
gerous leaks. 

Though water service relumed -to 
some western suburbs after an 
_ overnight cutoff, the rest of the city 
remained without running water. 
There was virtually no electricity. 

Without natural gas to supple- 
ment an emergency delivery of 
diesel fuel for a generator, Saraje- 
vo’s bakery was forced to close 
only hours after opening for the first 
time in 15 days. 

Reports that Bosnian Croats were 
stalling relief convoys to central 
Bosnia cuuscd further dismay, 
prompting one of the gloomiest as- 
sessments ycrfWmthe' motifim 
relief agency.

.Abshirc suspects Rufus ate some ham- 
burger meat laced with poison. 

“Someone is cold-hcaricd out there, 
killing dogs in town," said Abshirc, who 
found what looked like hamburger in his 
dug’s vomit. He also found a meat-stained 


paper hag in his yard III at he suspects con- 
tained the bait. 

Sheriff Wayne Totisley said another six 
dogs, at least, and several cats all within 
a few blocks along Main Street • were also 
found dead. 

Abshirc is warning others to Keep a close 
eye on their pels and children who might 
not know not to touch the meat. 

“People who poison meat usually put it out 
in an area where kids can get at it." con- 
curred Toustcy. "This lias got to stop. Some- 
how. somebody lias to stop this." 

From talk around the neighborhood, Ab- 
shirc said, there may have been even more 


dogs found dead. Owners whose dogs have 
be.cn missing for days may not realize they 
have been poisoned. "< Hlter people didn't re- 
alize what was going on." lie said, until Ru- 
fus' death was' witnessed, and the sheriff's 
department was called. 

"Unfortunately, it takes two or three ani- 
mals to figure out" that a crime has been 
committed.

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Moisture doesn’t squelch fire danger Elderly grads 


BOISE (API - A respite from 
drought Ihut has 'been scaring the 
West for up to eight years might 
only have delayed another wildfire 
rampage. 

In fact, a wet winter and spring 
helped nature refuel for a fire season 
threatening to start later, hut hum 
just 1 as long and hot. 

"It’s important to remen the r that', 
flic drought did not just dry things 
out it killed things," said Karen 
Terrill of the California Department 
of Forestry and Fire Protection, 
“When the wind comes up it just 
lakes a couple of davs.to turn I hose 
things to kindling." 

Al the National Interagency Fire 
Center in Hoi sc. the government's 
logistics headquarters for fighting 
wildfires, officials welcome what 
they expect to tic only a brief lull. 

Spokesman Arnold Hartig^ui said 
the West so far is less combust ihlc 
than in recent summers. Hut the ex- 
tra moisture quickly absorbed by 
parched timber likely will be sapped 
by mid •August, and remarkably lush 


grass and brush — an unusual 
amount still green — will he brittle, 
brown anil dry. 

“Do not assume simply because 
conditions have somewhat improved 
that you can drop all vour careful 
use of fire on the rangelands and in 
the forest," Hartigun said. 

California alone has about 10 mil- 
lion dead trees 'standing in its 
forests, thousands of acres of ;|rid 
brush on its hillsides and niuie ]k*o- 
ple than ever living amid the tinder. 

. ..Terrill said ‘>0 percent of the 
state’s annual average of 1 2. 'ft 00 
wildfires are human-caused. Among 
(Item was last year's biggest hla/c, 
which authorities believe was arson. 
It destroyed 636 homes mid other 
structures, charred more than 63.000 
acres and cost almost $20 million to 
put out. 

‘litis year’s fire season is off to a 
relatively slow start. Only about half 
as many fires have been reported, al- 
though liartigan said the acreage 
burned is up mainly due to blazes in 
Alaska, Arizona and New Mexico. 


Kick. Ochoa, a staff meteorologist 
at the Hoise fire center, said the 
weather responsible for the recent 
Hast Coast heal wave and Midwest 
Hooding also helped reduce fire po- 
tential in the West. - • . - 

"This has been the best pattern as 
far as keeping the lid on fire activity 
that we’ve had in the last several 
years." Ochoa said. 

Even lightning that swirls up from 
Mexico or off the Pacific Coast to 
spark most Intcrniountuin West . 
wildfires has liecn largely absent. 

Hut a high-pressure ridge over the 
Hast, a low-pressure trough over the 
West ami storm fronts m between 
eventually will shift, and hotter, dri- 
er weather in August and Septcmlx:r 
could be even more dangerous if 
typical fall winds fan I ate -season

The August and September fore-, 
cast is for above normal' tempera - 
tures and near normal rainfall, which 
in most of the West amounts to very 
little.

manager of the Interagency Fire 
Center in Salt Lake City. . _ . 

Hartigun said fire experts remain • 
hopeful 1993 will end with fewer 
than the almost 87.4(H) wildfires that 
burned njore than .2 million acres 
last year. But drought persists in 
much of Washington, northeastern- 
Oregon, most of Idaho, a section of 
western Wyoming and extreme 
northeastern Utah, and a small area 
■ along the border between .Northern 
California and Nevada. 

"A lot of areas that have dropped 
out of severe drought arc Mill in 
moderate drought, if tilings dry out 
tomorrow and keep on for weeks on 
end. some of those areas could drop 
hack into severe drought by the end 
of the season;" liartigan said.

"An Idaho wilderness bill will he 
successful in Congress only if we 
have sufficient consensus among Ida- 
lioatis," he said. “If consensus is pos- 
sible, I believe it will Ik- developed 
through a series of site-specific work 
sessions.”

Rangers seek man 
in Yosemite Park 

Armed fugitive shoots ranger; 
park evacuates vacationers

YOSEMITE NATIONAL PARK. 
Calif. — After a fruitless two-day 
dragnet that displaced 1,500 vaca- 
tioners, Yosemite National Park 
struggled toward normalcy late Fri- 
day as park officials began to re- 
open a 20-mile stretch of breath- 
taking roadway closed hy gunshots 
two days ago. 

Despite an intensive manhunt for 
an armed fugitive who fired three 
shots into a park ranger near mid- 
night Wednesday, authorities con- 
ceded Friday they had no clue 
where the assailant has fled. 

"The longer it goes, the more 
comfortable 1 am that he’s not 
here." said ranger Hunter Sharp, 
who is coordinating the search, 
"and the more ready I am to allow 
the general public to come back to 
the area and scakvdoan this effort.” 

Before tourists with backpacks 
_b.cr.a n displacing fed efal ’'a gents 
with shotguns, some fHOTaw en- 
forcement officials used tlogs and a 
helicopter to track the assailant. 

As trained trackers inspected 
roadbeds near the shooting site for 
clues, heavily armed and camou- 
flaged shaqishooters provided them 
cover just inside a nearby tree line. 

Biit ranger Phyllis Crcmonini was 
blunt about the prospects for appre- 
hending the suspect in the 53- 
square-milc section of this 748.000- 
acre national jewel. 

• "We’re just no closer than we 
. were yesterday.” she said. "And 
time is not on our side. There are no 
clues. There are no leads of any 
kind." 

In fact. Sharp conceded' that 
while he and other officials have 
been referring to ranger Kim 
Aufitauser’s assailant as "the gun- 
man’, 1 they are so unsure of their 
prey that they are uncertain whether 
the shooter was a man or a woman. 

Sharp said while police have re- 
ceived several tips, they are most 
closely examining the connection 
between the ranger's shooting and a 
murder early Wednesday morning 
in Gardnerville. Ncv. The suspect 
in that slaying — a case. of an ap- 
parent love triangle — is James 


Steven Robinson, 37, who drove 
away in a stolen ear and is believed 
"armed and dangerous.” 

Robinson is wanted in connection 
with the slaying of Lemuel "Bill” 
Thompson III, 30. who grew up in 
San Jose. Calif., attending local ele- 
mentary schools and Santa Teresa 
High. 

"He (Robinson) did have outdoor 
skills and he did camp frequently in 
the Yosemite area." Sharp said. 
"The man may even have caches;. up 
here where he’s put in food and 
he's put in supplies and he returns 
lo those and he holes up for a 
while." 

Authorities began escorting con- 
voys. of vehicles over the Tioga 
Road from Tioga Pass to Tcnaya 
Lake about 6 p.m. anil said they 
planned lo return that route to nor- 
mal traffic at dawn today. Nearby 
campsites in Tuolumne Meadows 
were expected to be reopened by 10 
a.m. t oday. 

"As a pu'bliL^afctjrufficcrFnf— 
looking at this and I’m suying, 
’What’s the probability that I can 
say this guy’s not in here?' it goes 
up as time goes on. And as I cover 
the area, it goes up. That’s why I’ve 
held up on allowing the public back 
in here." 

Meanwhile. Aufluiuscr. a season- 
al ranger who lives in Boulder 
Creek and teaches during the school 
year at West Valley College in 
Saratoga, spent- Friday recovering 
in a tent-cabin at a Yosemite ranger 
housing area near Tuolomnc Mead- 

Avoiding the clamor of reporters 
and law enforcement search teams 
combing the park, he slept and re- 
counted details of the shooting to a 
supervising ranger. Kris Bardsley. 

"He's laid up pretty sore," said 
Yosemite spokeswoman Debi 
Drake. — 

Aufliauser took pain medication 
for a bullet wound to his left leg 
and for two deep bruises caused 
when a pair of .22 caliber bullets 
ricocheted from his bullet-proof 
vest. Drake said. 

His wife, Lisa, cut short a visit to 
Washington. D.C.. and was en route 
to Yosemite..

BOISE (AP) -- Attorney Gener- 
al Larry Eehollawk lias cleared the 
way for supporters of the Demo- 
cratic alternative to the initiative 
capping properly taxes at I pel cent 
of value to begin gathering signa- 
tures on their petitions, 

Eehollawk issued the ballot titles 
for the alternative initiative on F'ri- 
day. 

'Die proposal, sponsored by the 
Citizens Properly Tax Cap Com- 
mittee, would require approval by 
voters of any increase in property 
tax -final reed budgets over 5 percent 
a year. 

It would also expand property tax 
exemptions for homeowners and 
add an exemption for farm, logging 
and mining equipment. 

Anti to ease the impact of esca- 
lating residential property values, 
the proposal would require tax 
levies to be calculated against a 
three- year average assessment. -

“Some of the kids were Christians and some 
weren't: some claimed to he Christians and 
were not. But everyone heard God’s 

This weekend, they'll licni it again around 
the bucking chutes ami the roughstoek pens 
at the Twin falls Comity fairgrounds, where 
oaths base been known to have been uttered. 

'This isn’t just for kids who go to church.” 
said Scott Brown. who is organizing the first 
Magic Valley Christian rodeo camp under 
the sponsorship of Twin falls' Calvary 
Chapel. "The whole idea is to combine good 
quality rodeo instruct ion with a Christian 
message." 

Some 35 to 5d teens between the ages of 
14 and 19 were expected at the filer camp, 
which fcatiues instructors and competition in 
every event a< well as speakers and Christian 
music. 

Hratuli Holt, an 18-ycar-oUI Minico High 
School graduate who has attended regular 
and Christian rodeo camps since she was 13. 
says the message at the Cambridge camp is 
unmistakable, hut the approach is soft-sell. 

“There were a lot of kids at the camps I 
went to who accepted Jesus, but there was 
really not a lot of preaching." she said. "I 
’ don’t think kids' fell a lift of pressure." 

Although rodeo's hard-drinking, lust- 
living reputation would seem to sort badly 
with talk of repentenee and redemption, in 
' fact the professional sport has large numbers 
of practicing Christians. Brow n explained. 

“There's an organization called the 
fellowship of Christian Cowboys that has 
been putting on these camps." he said, "and 
a lot of kids who do rodeo are involved in 
Christian groups.".

Congregations meet to strengthen ties

Two mainline denominations that grew 
out of different periods atul backgrounds in 
America arc holding a joint national 
'meeting their first “Common Gathering" 

to strengthen growing ties between) them. 

The combined affair, this week in St. 
Louis, marks a further milestone in an 
expanding alliance between ihc 1.6 million- 
member United Church of Christ and the I 
million-member Christian Church 
( Disciples of Christ). 

The relationship already has produced 
declarations of "full communion" in unity 
, of fajtlt. mutuality of members and 


ministries and regular sharing of Holy 
Communion and common witness. Their 
joint meeting is expected to add to the 
blending. 

"It's quite a historic gathering." said the 
Rev. Paul II. Sheirjj. president of the 
United Church. "I believe licit out of this 
gathering will come enormous energy. - 
excitement and celebration of our 
partnership." 

The United Church, based in Cleveland, 
stems from early American 
Congregaliona lists, the Pilgrims who 
settled New England -to throw off controls , 
by the established British church but who 
laid down strict rules themselves. 


The Christian Church, called Disciples 
and based in Indianapolis, arose in fite 
fiesty individualism of the American 
frontier in the early 1800s, drawing on 
Presbyterian and Baptist views, stressing 
congregational independence and also 
Christian unity. .. 

"What always ha« to be emphasized is 
the Disciples’ congregational policy by 
which each congregation ultimately decides 
who will or will iiot be called as pastor," 
says the Rev. Richard L. I lantm, nominated 
to-be the Disciples' president and general 
minister. "We now will meet each other as 
we really are and decide whether we want 
to work more closely together or not."

An American fascination: Do angels exist?

Pljyllis Tickle noticed last year that a "small spurt" of 
hooks about angels was appearing on the religious best- 
seller charts. But recently that spurt has become a torrent, 
"pouring out of every faucet in the publishing business.” 
Tickle, thc rcligion editor for Publishers -Weekly ^-decided it 
was "the most fascinating thing I've watched in years." 

She learned that 39 angel books are now on the shelves or 
in preparation. These include books about angelic 
visitations, angels within us and five-step processes by 
which people can access their personal guardian angels. And 
this-is on top of the angel catalogs, calendars, audio cassettes 
and an AngcIWatch newsletter that are flooding the market - 
demanded by a public whose imagination has been captured 
by angels to an extent not seen in decades, if not for a 
century or two. 

•The angels arc indeed a hot issue.” said Tickle. "They're 
comfortable. They're a safe way to say, Tnt a seeker,' 
because they lead straight back to every branch of the 
Abrahamic faith. Islam recognizes them - absolutely. 
Judaism recognizes them - without question. Christianity

WALNUT CREEK. Calif. (AP) - 
A movement to grant California fami- 
lies credit toward private tuition got 
some unexpected support — a coven of 
witches who plan to open their own 
school if the program is approved.

"I'm sure it's going to shock people, 
hut we are serious," said Debbie Bab- 
cock. secretary of the Contra Costa Pa- 
gan Association, which lias about '18 
active members and 100 on its mailing 
list.

Nick Faldo’s record round Friday in the 
British Open resounded around Royal St. 
George's. the number spoken in awe even 
by fans who had seen him hole a 50- foot 
pitch and play about as perfectly- as 
possible. . 

They ‘didn’t worry that Bernhard Langer 
stood only a stroke behind Faldo’s two- 
round total of 132 — 8 under par. Or that 
Fred Couples, Greg Norman and Corey 
Pavin were just another stroke back. 

Champions of majors were all over the 
leader board as the damp and pliant course 
was whipped again despite confounding 
winds. Five players scorched the 
- unyielding 'R' 0 >\ai - StrOcdr'gc’.s in 66 aller 
four bad carded that score on Thursday. 

"All the right names are up there." Faldo 
said after a glance at the scoreboard. 

But only one name had a 63 next to it. 

Faldo's round of seven birdies and no 
bogeys pul him on a- loftier level and into 
golf history. It was one of the best rounds 
ever, three strokes better than anyone else 
could manage on this course in tit is 
tournament. 

The best round in a dozen British Opens 
at Royal St. George’s since the first one 99 
years ago., Faldo’s 63 also matched the 
lowest round at any British Open anywhere 

a figure reached only live other times. 
Christy O'Connor Jr. set the previous 
course record of 64 in the last Open here in 
1985. in turn breaking a 51 -year-old record 
of 65 by Henry Cotton. 

"When I got to the golf course this 
morning and saw everybody else was 
steaming along. I think that really sort of 
sets your mind into gear,” Faldo said. "And 
then to come out and birdie the first, that 
was a big step.” 

Royal St.. George's was ripe for plucking 
again, the greens still .yill from two days of 
rain, and 78 players would make the cut at 
143 the lowest cut ever on this course 
and live below the 1981 mark when Bill 
Rogers became the only suh'par winner at 
276. 

Australian Peter Senior, who was tied for 
the lead at- 66 after the first round with 
Norman, Fuzzy Zoeller and Mark 
Calcavccchia, followed with a 69 for 135. 
Zocller shot 70 for 136 along with Larry 
Mize. 

Knotted at 137, live strokes hack. ‘were 
Ernie Els. Peter Baker and John Daly, who 
shot 66. Calcavccchia slipped to 73 and 
139. 

Not everyone thrived. Jack Nieklaus. 
Tom Watson. Lanny Wadkins. John Cook. 
Davis Love and Bon Crenshaw all will sit 
out the weekend.

A total of 119 players changed teams 
during the NF'L’s first-over signing period. 
Don’t look for it to happen again in the 
immediate future - the dreaded salary cap 
is on the horizon. 

From $4 million superstars like Reggie 
White to special learners like Reyna 
Thompson, who got about one-eighth of that 
amount from New England, the free -agent 
period that ended Thursday was a -IT -month 
dream for any NFL player whose contract 
had expired. 

White, who signed with Green Bay. was 
the big beneficiary, hut there were also huge 
bonanzas for average players whose skills fit 
with teams’ needs. Offensive lineman Bryan 
Habib, who got SI. 4 million from Denver, 
and linebacker Carlton Bailey, who got 
$1.72 million from the New York Giants, 
are 'shining examples. 

Signings like that are almost sure to 
trigger a salary cap for next -year. Under the 
new contract, the cap takes effect when 


player costs comprise 67 percent of league 
revenues. Neither the league nor the NFL 
Players Association can say for sure if it will 
happen, because not all this year's contracts 
are signed and revenue will he determined 
by the television contracts currently being 
negotiated. 

But both sides think a cap is likely, which 
'is why many of the free agent contracts arc 
“front -loaded" with more money paid 

this season, when there is no cap. 

"It was a spike for one year because of the 
lack of salary cap." said agent Leigh 
Steinberg, who negotiated the biggest deal 
.of all. keeping Sieve Young with Sail 
Fra ne i sen for $26.75 million over live years. 
“It enabled teams to front-load contracts, 
then create a cash drain.” 

Young was one of ID franchise players, 
those players designated by their teams as 
uni mic liable. / 

.Two of them. White, who left 
Philadelphia for the Packers, and safely Tim 
McDonald, who went from Phoenix to San 
Francisco, were allowed to move because 


each was a-plaintiff in actions that led (< 
labor settlement. 

Another, linebacker Wilber Marshall of ■ 
Washington, went to Houston in a 
controversial' and muddled, trade that ended 
with commissioner Paul Tirpliahue making 
the linal decision on its validity. 

Young is the only one of the others to 
have signed, although the remaining six 
must sign with their current teams.

Paper reports casino revenue 
may fund new Detroit stadium 


Reds’ Mitchell, manager tangle 


DETROIT (AP) — Property for a 
new baseball stadium for the Tigers 
may be financed by Indian-nin casi- 
nos in downtown Detroit, a newspa- ' 
per reported Friday. 

Gov. John Engler is considering a 
plan that would use revenues from 
two Detroit casinos to pay for acqui- 
sition and improvement of75 acres 
where a S175 million ballpark would 
be built, Detroit- News columnist Jon 
Pcpppci reported. 

The plan has been proposed by 
state commerce director Arthur Ellis. 

"The more I work with this con- 
cept, the more excited 1 get." Ellis 
told the newspaper. ‘‘The real merit of 
this is it could be done without tax- 
payer dollars." . 

Under Ellis’ plan, a stadium au- 
thority would be created to sell $200 
million in bonds that wopld be used 
to acquire land for the ballpark, ac- 
cording to the column. The bonds 
would be paid back by committing 4. 
percent of the revenues from two 
casinos downtown. 

Detroit Tigers owner Mike Hitch 
would have no role in the ownership - 
or operation of cither casino, the. 
News said. 4

The governor would have to ap- 
prove the off -reservation casinos pro- 
posed for Detroit’s Greek town and 
theater districts. Detroit voters have 
rejected four proposals for casino 
gambling, the most recent defeat in a 
June election. 

The no votes, however,, may not 
legally prevent the establishment of 
Indian-run casinos. The sovereign na- 
tion status of an Indian tribe would 
allow it to operate a casino on land it 
owns in the city. 

The governor won’t discuss pro- 
posals for casinns in Detroit until an 


on -reservation gaming compact has 
been agreed on; Engler’ s spokesman 
John Truscott said. Negotiations for 
on -reservation gambling have been 
ongoing for several weeks. 

Ellis was not immediately available 
for comment, said people who' an- 
swered the telephone in his offices." 

Meanwhile, plans for a Mini day 
news conference with Hitch secured 
uncertain today. 

A news conference had been 
scheduled at a downtown site that 
previous reports listed among poten- 
tial locations for a new stadium, the 
Detroit Free Press reported. 

Hitch spokeswoman Sue Sherhow 
would neither confirm nor deny that 
the Tigers owner was trying to ar- 
range the news conference.- She said 
only that Hitch was studying his op- 
tions.

Selig, chairman of Major League 
Baseball’s owners’ executive com- 
mittee; told the Free Press they 
weren’t familiar with Hitch's plans. 
But Selig, owner of the Milwaukee 
Brewers, said a new stadium for the 
Tigers would be "a very helpful de- 
velopment."

.The broad outlines of 
President Clinton's plan 
to re Conn the health-care 
.system are known, al- 
though many of the dc- 
• tails are still moving tar- 
gets. 

The goals arc to pro- 
vide health-care coverage 
to all American citizens 
and legal residents and to 
curb escalating health 
costs, which will 
sume one in every seven 
dollars spent in this 
country in 1993. 

The plan is slated to be 
unveiled in mid- Septem- 
ber and then would move 
to Congress, which has 
the authority to enact 
hcallh-enrc reform.

Forgot the word insur- 
ance.

health-care policy from 
one of several competing 
local health plans. 

Consumers would pay 
one annual fee that 
would cover most itjedi- 
cul needs , instead of 
worrying about the cost 
of each procedure. 

Nearly everyone in

charged the same rate; 
except older consumers, 
whose policy might cost

WASHINGTON — The Wlyte House 
health-reform plan has taken the shape of a 
meticulously calibrated mobile, each ot its 
’ dozen-pieces balanced against thcwciglit of 
all die other pieces. 

Change one piece too much or not 
enough, and the whole thing could fall. 

Much of the structure of the plan has 
been decided. Hie White I louse task force 
on national health-care reform. has been dis- 
banded. Now the economists and actuaries 
are busy calculating the final cost of the 
package and President Clinton will begin a 
series of final-decision meetings over the 
coming weeks. 

It is easy to get lost in the arcane lan- 
guage and concepts used to discuss this fun- 
damental issue. So alter digesting the details 
described here, step back for a moment. 
Lurking behind such technicalities as insur- 
ance-purchasing coopcmtivcs or whether to 
limit (he tax deductibility of health benefits 
arc larger questions that arc more critical to 
setting the right approach to reform. They 
arc questions about Americans’ values.

industry, driven by the profit motive, cre- 
ates' good things, such as innovative medi- 
cal technology or less-costly doctor check- 
ups or, eventually, health care everyone can 
alTord? Or should the government guaran- 
tee health core to all as an inalienable right, 
free of the risks and experiments that define 
the marketplace? 

Do Americans believe in taking care of 
those who cannot take cart of. themselves, 
and how much arc they willing to pay to do 
it? Is it better to raise more money now to. 
insure the uninsured or to do it gradually 
over many years, leaving many people 
uninsured in the interim but keeping the 
price log down? 

Will Americans, accept a change that 
might mean some people wilt pay more 
than they are now for health care or have 
less choice over which doctor they visit? 

Arc Americans willing to take a chance 
on an untested new system in the hopes it 


will avert what most experts agree is a dan- 
gerous drain on the national budget and pri- 
vate-sector economy? 

These are some of the questions Clinton 
also will confront as he makes the final de- 
cision on his plan. The proposal will at- 
tempt to meld the benefits of a market-driv- 
en health industry with the security of gov- 
ernment regulation. How far he leans in one 
direction or The other — how quickly he' 
•proposes achieving universal coverage and. 
how enforceable price controls become, for 
example — will give people a window into 
his own values. 

Once the plan is taken up by Congress, 
there will be dramatic testimony and well- 
financed media campaigns in opposition to 
every aspect of the plan. Members of 
Congress and the public will find experts 
divided on the problems and solutions to 
jusf about every aspect of the package. • 

Doctors think malpractice suits have 


made their life miserable. Malpractice vic- 
tims believe nothing should stand in the 
way of getting their due. Insurance compa- 
nies think government price controls would 
be the kiss of death; consumer activists 
thipk insurance companies are even worse.

- Ghassutr Al 
Sabbagh, a Syrian native fresh- 
from completing his medical rcsi-' 
dpney in New Jersey, last week 
found iti mscl f suddenly implanted 
in a new culture deep in the moun- 
tains of Appalaehia. 

Unlike Englewood, N.J., he does 
not have lo fear crime or fight the 
traffic of urban life, lie can walk 
out his front door and across the 
winding Kentucky road to his new- 
job, us a physician at the Eastern 
Kentucky Family Health Clinic, 
where mountain people both poor 
and, well-to-do come for treatment. 

-’it's very different,"' he said, 
with a knowing smile of under* 
statement as he glanced at the sur- 
rounding mountainside. 

And so it is. 

This is rural health personified, 
where three physicians and it den- 
tist treat a steady stream of human- 
ity in an undenterved area. A good 
50 to 60 percent of the patients re- 
ceive ail or it portion of their treat- 
ment free under the federal and 
state Medicaid program. 

The clinic, run by Dr. Grady 
Stuntbo and Hcnny Kay Dailey 
_smceJbU'otjilding.inJ‘122^is, one. 
of hundreds across- the country- that 
have brought health care close to 
people who otherwise would have 
to drive long distances to see a 
doctor or simply dr* without. 

Now, as President Clinton con- 
siders a new health care system 
that would give every U.S. citizen 
the rightr to coverage, the future of 
clinics like this is uncertain. With 
health cards that no longer would 
carry the stigma of low-income 
status, will needy Americans aban- 
don the clinics for doctors in pri- 
vate practice? 

"It seems to me that (the clinics) 
arc in jeopardy." said Dr. Bill 
Moniiig. president of the Kentucky 
Medical Association. ‘Hie key will 
be whether the new health plan 
will provide enough monetary in- 
centives to induce more physicians 
to set up private practice in Ameri- 
ca's rural communities, he said. 

But Bailey, a state senator and 
the executive director of this par- 
ticular clinic, said he was not con- 
cerned. "If we get universal access, 
it would have to help us," he said 
As a center of primary-cure physi- 
cians that provides quality care, he 
said, the clinic should thrive. 

Joe Smith, executive director of 
the Kentucky Primary Care Asso- 
ciation, said tlrat when patients arc 
better able to shop around under a 
re formed system contemplated by 
Clinton, the key factor in these 
clinics' survival will be whether 
they treat patients as welfare recip- 
ients or ;ts human beings. 

Smith drives more than 2'A 
hours from Frankfort, Ky., to be 
treated at the clinic by Stuntbo. 
Stiimbo-'s "clinic will stfrvive, 
Smith said, but "there are some 
physicians not far from where he 
works where I would not send my 
worst enemy." 

Another- factor will be a -clinic’s . 
adHiations. The Clinton plan is ex- 
pected to cause health care 
providers to associate themselves 
with hospitals and other physicians 
so that they can bid on providing 
care to large pools of people in- 
sured under federal law. 

Unless clinics can prove them- 
selves us providers, of quality care, 
it will be difficult for them to stay 
in business under a reformed sys- 
tem, Smith said. Not all will make 
it; patient choice and demands for 
.quality of care will threaten 
marginal operations. 


Though the humanitarian as- 
pects of rural clinics contribute to 
(heir popularity, (he economies are 
becoming more severe. The in- 
come from federal assistance pro- 
grams and the insurance payments 
for sonic private patients make it 
didicult to attract new doctors. 

Bailey .|:aid that as salaries in 
neighboring towns rise above 
SI 00, 000 for physicians fresh out 
of medical school, it makes his re- 
cruitment (ask more difficult. 
"We’re very limited in how many 
people we can pay $ 1 00.0(H)," he 
said.

And lie is trying to revolutionize 
medical education in Kcniueky_-so 
that more residents can move to 
the hinterlands lo do their training, 
in a clinic like his, in a community 
hospital or even in a private office. 

With communications linkups 
now so sophisticated, he said, his 
plan is practical. 

Away from the metropolitan 
centers, they might leant some of 
the realities and differences of 
practicing medicine in rural set- 
tings like Knott County, where 
Hindman is the county scat. The 
unemployment rate is estimated to 
be in the teens in a county with a 
population of 18,000. 

According to Al Barcc, the 
problems of joblessness and in- 
come deprivation in the region 
have caused widespread anxiety, 
depression and psychiatric disor- 
ders difficult to treat by primary 
care physicians.

Black lung, a chronic condition of 
miners who become exposed to 
coal dust, is unique to coal coun- 
try. ‘ i. 

Dr. Lee Mayer, the clinic den- 
tist, said the county water is not 
fluoridated, leading to more cavi- 
ties. Also, he said,, he fights a 
widespread belief that “you're go- 
ing to lose your teeth anyway." 

Mayer- cited the case of a 3-y car- 
old. who came in with a mouth full 
of cavities and all the signs of 
someone who had been chewing 
tobacco. He chided the father for 
this,' but the father laughed it oft'. 

Despite such -cases, Bailey- said, 
attitudes about the need for pre- 
vention have improved in the 
mountain counties around the clin- 
ic. Stereotypes might die hard, he'- 
said, but the gap between urban 
and rural health conditions is dos- 
ing.

Changing federal programs 

* Medicaid: Recipients will be 
able to choose a local health plan, 
with some restriction on the cost. For 
several years Medicaid will continue 
to be financed separately, using the 
current patchwork of Medicaid pay- 
ment arrangements. The rules gov- 
erning Medicaid will be changed to 
give states, which administer the pro- 
gram, the flexibility, to use the money 
in ways that best fit their poor popu- 
lation's needs. 

• Medicare: Nothing. will change 
immediately, for current Medicare re- 
cipients. but new enrollces will likely 
become part of the overall national 
system. In several years, after reform 
measures have been implemented, 
Medicare recipients would be in- 
duced to join the new system with 
the promise of better benefits cover- 
age.

Look over South's play to see if he 
deserved sympathy for lasing his . 
slam. 

Dummy's club acc won and "a 
blissful low trump was led to 
South's acc. When West discarded, 
South couldn't believe it. How was 
he to manage the transportation 
needed to pick up East's trumps? 

He tried a club to dummy's king 
to cash the trump 10 (East was not 
foolish enough to cover) and then 
led a di amon d to hLs queen. West al- 
lowed this to hold and South -was 
able to pick up East's trumps. How- 
ever, when he led another diamond, 
West took his acc and calmly led an- 
other club. Eventually South had to 
lose a spade, and the slain went one 
down. 

Does it do any good to play dia- 
monds before the clubs? No, it does 
not. Dummy is allowed to win the 
first diamond and the trump 10 Is 
cashed, but when a second diamond 
is led from dummy, West wins and 
leads a second club to create the 
same losing situation. 

The solution? It's so simple that 
it’s easily overlooked. At trick two, 
South should lead dummy's trump 
10 to his queen. When West discards, 
South leads a diamond to dummy to 
pick up trumps, and dummy has 
enough entries to get the job done.

"I hate to play against him,’' said 
West to his partner after they had 
left the table. ’IHe always seems to 
know how the important-cards lie." 

Study South's play of today's 
game to sec what prompted such a 
compliment from West. 

East overtook West's diamond 
king to return the suit, and West 
captured South’s jack. With little 
reason to continue the diamonds, 
West cashed his spade ace and led 
another spade, sticking dedarer in 
dummy. 

Most declarers would fall back on 
the simple trump finesse. They 
would lead a club to their king and 
run the trump queen, covered by the 
king and aco. Bbt that doesn't end 
the story. Playing for a normal 
break, South would lead a trump 
back to his Jack, and Wcst'3 discard 
would tell him he had to lose a 
trump to East. 

Today’s hero played his trumps in 
a slightly different way. After lead- 
ing a club to his king to finesse In 
trumps, South led his heart 10 in- 
stead of the queen. West’s unflinch- 
ing cover told South what he wanted 
to know, so on the way back he 
calmly inserted his seven to pick up 
the trump suit without loss.
